N THE Fourth of July, 1892, a 
housebuilder 
mimed 
Stratton, 
who gave odd moments to prospecting, 
was in Colorado Springs preparing to 
celebrate. 
Suddenly something that 
his mind had been working on seemed 
to become clear. 
He got on his horse, 
rode 
at 
headlong speed to < ’ripple 
Creek and sank a pick into a granite 
ledge. 
A few days later when hi* 
samples had been assayed he found 
him self in possession of a claim run­ 
ning $380 a ton in gold and silver.

Proposition No. 2 applies only to St. 
Louis, but must be voted upon by the 
entire State because the St. Louis po­ 
lice department operates under au­ 
thority of State Law, and still, funds 
for support of the pension system will 
be derived entirely from 
an annual 
appropriation of $150,000 by the city, 
from a monthly assessment 
against 
policemen amounting to two per cent 
of their salaries, and 
from 
certain 
fees and rewards. 
It will cost people 
outside of St. Louis nothing. In 1026 
a Constitutional Amendment was vot­ 
ed by an overwhelming majority, 
to 
remove restrictions which prohibited 
police pensions. 
This was merely an 
enabling act, and Proposition No. 
places it in operation. 
Vote Yes, and 
scratch No, so that the larger cities 
can make provision for the 
widows 
and orphans of policemen killed 
in 
performance of duty, and for 
thosi 
who, after giving 40 or 50 years of 
their lives in the service of protect­ 
ing human lives, find themselves 
in 
financial straits when their best years 
are gone.
